The air you 
breathe must pass through the tubes 
of these bones and through the nar­ 
row channels between them. The en­ 
trance to the Eustachian tube is im­ 
mediately behind the lower turbinate 
bone. 
• Nosea are often “stopped up" on one 
side or the other either by inflamma­ 
tion of the mucous membrane that line 
the passages or through a slight mal­ 
formation that may be congenital or 
caused by a blow, perhaps in child­ 
hood. The septum, or partition that 
separates the nostrils, is often deflect­ 
ed to one side. This contracts the air 
spaces on one side, and surgeons of­ 
ten correct it by a alight operation. 
Or one of the turbinate bones may 
be distorted, with the same effect. 
Dr. Winslow found that when one 
of the turbinate bones was distorted, 
it obstructed the flow of air and the 
Eustachian tube 
did not receive the 
supply necessary to keep the middle 
ear in good condition. 
He did not at 
first suspect that this was the cause 
of so many cases of partial deafnese, 
but as deafness disappeared after a 
slight operation on the offending tur­ 
binate bone, in case after case, 
he 
became convinced that it was. 
Then 
he began searching for nasal obstruc­ 
tion in ail cases of deafness. 
There 
were some, of course, that were due 
to other causes, but he found so many 
of them with nasal obstructions that 
he now makes it a 
rule to remove 
these as the first step in treatment for 
restoring the hearing.

And this sounding-box, or air cham­ 
ber, act also as a ventilator for the 
ear. 
It is generally known that the wav­ 
es of sound that enter the ear set in 
vibration a tightly stretched mem­ 
brane, called the ear-drum. 
Back of 
the drum-head is an air chamber call­ 
ed the middle ear, containing a series 
of little bones delicately hinged to­ 
gether, which transmit the vibrations 
of the outer drum to a sceond inner 
drum which is in communication with 
the organs of the inner ear, from 
which the nerves of hearing transmit 
them to the brain. 
The middle ear is a most important 
part of the instrument of hearing. It 
is normally full of air and has two 
orifices, one leading to the ce)ls of 
the mustoid bone and one to the up­ 
per part of the throat, back of the 
nose. 
These tubes must be open, so 
that fresh air may always be circulat­ 
ing between the nose and the middle 
ear, and so on to the mastoid cell*. 
Ear troubles nearly 
always 
have 
their origin in the middle ear, and 
are due to a stoppage of the tube lead­ 
ing from the nose—called the 
Eus­ 
tachian tube—or to infection from the 
nose or throat creeping up this tube 
and infecting the middle ear. 
When 
the former happens, as it frequently 
does when one catches a cold in his 
head, the air in the 
middk ears 
is 
gradually absorbed till the pressure of 
the outside air on the drum la great­ 
er than that of the rarefied inner air. 
The result is a dull sensation 
which 
causes a certain amount of deafness 
and may quickly cause serve pain. 
When the middle ear is infected an 
abscess may result, pus may find its 
way int othe mastoid cells and make 
necessary the dreaded mastoid opera­ 
tion to let ou| the pus before it eats
